He said they were consigned to 
lociU jobbers, and Intimated that they 


W'ere being Iei> unloaded in the expec­ 
tation of a rise in the price of fuel. 
“But who is paying the demurrage 
on all those cars?” Upham was asked. 
“Why. the jobbers or the dealers to 
whom they are consigned,” he replied. 
“They can afford to pay $1 a day if 
they could get a raise in price of 75 
cents or $1 a ton, could they not? 
They will average about fortv tons 
and some of them will run as high as 
fifty or sixty tons. That would mean 
an additional profit of from $40 to 
$5« a car.”

A most striking examp le of the 
transforming 
effect of 
forests, not 
only on the ap p earance, but on the 
p roductiv ity of a country, is afforded 
by the dep artm ent of the Landes in 
France.

eenth century about 2,500,000 acres In 
that region were 
“little 
more 
than 
shifting sand dunes and disease-breed­ 
ing marshes. 
At p resent the same 
lands are among the richest, most p ro-f 
ductiv e and healthful in France, andl 
the change has been brought about by 
intelligent cultiv ation of p ine forests. 
Ev en the character of the climate of 
the region has been ameliorated and 
it has become mild r.nd bAlmr a thin 
layef^ of clay beneath the sandy up p er 
surface soil, formerly imp erv ious to 
water, has been p ierced by the p ine 
roots until a thorough drainage 
is 
establtehed to the sp ongy earth below.

It wou ld seem, on first thou ght, an 
Impossibility to bore a squ are hole. 
In reality nothing Is simpler. 
The 
baeis of the operation is the fact that 
as a circle rolls on a straight line, the 
center describes a parallel straight 
line. 
For instance, the hu b of a car­ 
riage w’heel moves along at a 
con­ 
stant distance from the grou nd. Hence 
if we cau se a cu tter situ ated at the 
center of a cylindrical shank to roll 
on a straight gu ide the cu tter 
will 
trace ou t a straight line. 
If the gu ide 
be brok en into fou r sides of a squ are 
the shank will roll on these fou r sides, 
one after the other, and the cu tter will 
ream ou t an equ al squ are. 
At the same time the motion of the 
tool is a rotary one, very similar to 
boring a rou nd hole. 
The only trou ­ 
ble is that as the shank changes from 
one side of the squ are gu ide to the ad­ 
jacent one there is a slight irregu lar­ 
ity in the motion, so that the corners 
of the squ are hole are not sharp, bu t 
slightly rou nded. 
This rou nding may 
be redu ced to a minimu m and it is 
not a seriou s objection in any case.

The origin of the rod, pole or perch 
as a lineal and superficial measure 
has been traced to the rod, pole or 
goad used to urge and direct a team 
of ox en pulling a plow. 
So it came 
about it was used as a convenient atrd j 
handy land measure in feudal times ! 
by the lords in allotting plots of land j 
for agricultural purposes to the vil- 
leins and others, says a writer in the 
Builders’ .Tournal. 
One rod wude and 40 long (1. e., one 
furrow long, deep) built up a quarter 
of an acre. The furlong, or four poles 
wide and same depth—i. e., 40 poles, 
one acre—was a 
convenient length 
for a furrow before turning the plow. 
Of course these lengths 
somewhat 
varied in different parts of the coun­

In 1803, contained no mention of sword, 
not even a gun, nor b uckles, nor any 
silver ornaments of any kind, nor 
silken stockings; only a hat valued at 
30 cents, one linen shirt at 40, “one 
pair old velvet b reeches,” worth 50 
cents, “one fancy cotton vest,” | 1 ; 
“one striped nankin vest,” 33 cents; 
“one pair of b uff b reeches,” $ 1.50, and 
one pair of woolen hose. 
That was 
all. 
He must have b een a man of sim­ 
plicity. 
His household goods were plain af­ 
fairs, too, and seem to indicate that 
he had given up the b usiness of pub ­ 
lic host b efore his demise, since he 
died possessed of b ut two b edsteads 
and four dining chairs, although his 
kitchen b oasted of nine chairs.

neighb ors used to come in and oc­ 
cupy them and chat together, perhaps.
